Is Topic of Symposium Appear on

Discussions of problems at-
tending medical science’'s ef-
fort to successfully perform
lung transplants will highlight
the sixth annual symposium of
the Southern California Chap-
ter of the American Associ-
ation for Inhalation Therapy.

The symposium will be con-
duceed Saturday and Sunday at
the Miramar Hotel in Santa
Monica. Registration will be
held between 8 a.m. and noon
each day.

Eric W. Fonkalsrud, M.D.
associate professor of surgery
and chief of pediatric surgery
at UCLA, will discuss lung
transplant at 1:30 p.m. Sunday.

- - -

DR. FONKALSRUD with Dr.
Gary Stevens, UCLA Medical
school surgeon, has been re-
searching the possibility of
lung transplantation at UCLA
utilizing a number of animals
including monkeys and ba-
boons. They recently reported
that they may have breached
one of the major barriers to
successful lung transplanta-
tion—organ preservation.

The breakthrough may be a
new technique for preserving
cadaver lungs making them
more suitable for transplant
procedures. The technique is to
ventilate the lungs to be trans-
planted with a mixture of oxy-
gen, carbon dioxide and room
air while without a supply of
biood.

The surgeons report that one
_animal has done well for more

than a year and several have
encountered no major prob-
lems in the more than four
months since their transplants.

DISEASE related to lung
transplant problems will be
discussed by Karlman Wasser-
man, M.D., and Brian J.
Whipp, Ph.D. Dr. Wasserman
is chief of the division of respi-
ratory disease at Harbor Gen-
eral Hospital and Dr. Whipp is
a research fellow in the same
division.

Dr. Wasserman, speaking at
1:30 p.m. Saturday, will dis-
cuss “Blood Cases in the
Chronic Lung Patient™ and Dr.
Whipp will follow at 2 p.m.
with a discourse on “Control of
Ventilation.”

Myron R. Allen, Association
of Registered Inhalation Ther-
apists (ARIT), chairman of
the symposium'’s guiding com-
mittee, said that the gatheriny
is not restricted to ARIT mem-
bers and that doctors and nurs-
es interested in Inhalation
Therapy will be welcome.
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MANY OTHER subjects in-
volving respiratory patients
and Inhalation Therapy will be
discussed by doctors and ther-
apists in the field throughout
Southern California.

Registration will be in the
foyer of the Satellite Room
with more than 50 exhibits on
display in the Nautilus Room.
